ALMOST OVER. 

A Wage Schedule Agreed Upon 
At the Conference, 

And it is Hoped the 153,000 Strikers 
Will Go to Work. 



CoLvuni't, O., June 18.— Everybody 
concerned in the coal strike and every- 
body else here Monday night was 
happy— happy that at last the end of 
the (rreat trouble is in sight. They 
are happy because 153.000 miners will 
once more take up their picks and 
again turn out the block diamonds. 
They are happy because nearly that 
many starving families will again eat 
bread comfortably at their own tables, 
furnished with their own well paid la- 
bor. They are happy because millions 
of dollars of capital will be released 
again for the Ixneflt of mankind in 
general. They are happy because the 
scenes of war and confusion will now 
pass away 

The settlement came about after a 
long and anxious struggle, during 
•which there were times when it looked 
as though no settlement could be 
reached, and now that it has been 
finally agreed upon by the joint confer- 
ence not a little anxiety is felt as how 
it will be received by the mass of the 
miners. Indeed, it is feared that the 
next twenty-four hours will be full of 
danger in certain localities where the 
feeling is very strong against a com- 
promise. 

Gov. McKinley Monday evening ex- 
pressed himself as deeply concerned for 
Monday night and Tuesday because of 
this feeling, and every point where an 
outbreak is liable to occur will be care- 
fully watched for the next few days. 
The troops will not be recalled until 
all possible sign of danger is passed. 

The compromise agreement is itself 
a peculiar structure, and is susceptible 
of considerable study. There are sev- 
eral important features in it worthy of 
note. It pro* .des, in case of satisfac- 
tory evidence that the agreement is 
not being strictly kept that it may be 
abrogated. It also provides for the 
establishment of a joint board of ar- 
bitration and conciliation. 

Another very noticeable featnre of it 
is the absence of the name of A. Adams, 
president ot the Ohio organization of 
the United Mineworkers, from the list 
of signatures. Every other member of 
the joint scale committee signed the 
agreement. The committee is reticent 
in the case of Mr. Adams, but it is ex- 
pected thut he will ba properly han- 
dled bv the United .Mineworkers them- 
selves.

The scale which is thus adopted is 
considerably better than that which 
existed before the strike. Indeed, im- 
mediately before the strike there was 
no scale at all. the prices being so de- 
moralized that nearly every operator 
was paying a different scale. The 
prices in Ohio ranged from 45 cent* to 
60 cents a ton. in Pennsylvania from 
85 cents up, and in other states relative 
prices were paid. Owing to the lim- 
ited time of work each day the miners 
earned no more thBn from $1 50 to 82 a 
day. Now they will be able to earn 
from $2 to at per day.

The Tariff Debate Rapidly Com- 
ing to a Close. 



The Eleventh Week of its Discussion 
in the Senate. 



Washington, June 12 —The end of 
the tariff debate in the senate Is draw- 
ing rapidly near. The senate plunged 
Into the eleventh week of its discussion 
Monday with every expectation of a 
momentary row. but at the same 
time with more apparent progress 
than has been made for some time.

This was disposed of with 
great rapidity, all the ten pages of the 
bill being passed in thirty minutes. 
The reason of this rapid progress is 
that Senator Jones and his associates 
have made very large concessions to 
the cotton manufacturers, being moved 
thereto by the growing cotton indus- 
tries of the south. 

An important point was made Mon- 
day by Senator Piatt, of Connecticut, 
upon Mr. Allison's amendment to in- 
crease the duty on brandy from 81. WJ 
per gallon, as proposed in the bill, to 
88.50, the McKinley rate. The excuse 
for this reduction upon brandy is 
that it is used largely for medical pur- 
poses. Senator Piatt called attention 
to the report that the German minister 
had informally protested against the 
discrimination in the sugar schedule 
against Germany. He said this reduc- 
tion of duty upon brandy would be an 
act of favoritism to France, aud would 
btill further increase the inclination of 
Germany to exclude American pork. 
Notwithstanding these objections Sen- 
ator Allison's amendment was de- 

An exactlv similar amendment of- 
fered by Senator Sherman, of Ohio, to 
increase the duty on cordials, includ- 
ing that of green poison absinthe, was 
defeated. This action followed an in- 
cisive expostlre by Senator Sherman of 
the fact that most of the beverages 
touched by this paragraph were pure 
luxuries, while some of them, such as 
absinthe, were as injurious as opium. 
Although there If no justification for 
this reduction of duty, Senator Sher- 
man's amendment was lost. 

Duty on still wines containing less 
than M per cent, of alcohol was fixed 
at 20 cents per gallon. Others are to 
pay 50 cents per gallon. In accordance 
with the committee amendment. The 
great battle on the wood schedule will 
Wgin Tuesday.
